Oct. 1.— James 
Griffin, a Kentuckian, choae a 
unique but effective means of 
ending hia life on a lonely river 
bank in faraway British Colum- 
bia, according to a letter receiv- 
ed by Gov. McCrearj frsm Vice 
Consul G. O. Woodward, of Van- 
couver. 

Mr. Woodward reports that 
Griffin committed suicide by ly- 
ing down and exploding dyna- 
mite on his chest. He was found 
along Quesoeln ver.

TAX AMENDMENT 

TO BE VOTED ON AT THE 
NOVEMBER ELECTION. 

The' Tax Amendment to be again 
voted on at the November Election 
will, If adopted, authorlxe the Lefts- 
Isture to enact a new Tax Law that 
will subject the enormous amount of 
personal property la the shape of 
Stocks. Bonds, Notes and accounts 
sow escaping taxation to a fair share 
of the burden and reduce the taxes 
oa Land and Improvements. Kvery 
taxpayer should rote for It. as any 
Law enacted under Its provisions 
must be ratified by the people before 
It can be enforced and this guars*

-The General Assembly shall pro- 
vide by law an annual tax, which, with 
other resources, shall be suSclent to 
defray the estimated expenses of the 
Commonwealth for each 8scal year. 
Taxes shall be levied and collected 
tor public purposes only and shall bs 
uniform upen all property of the same 
Class subject to taxation with la the 
territorial limits of the authority levy- 
ing the tax; and all taxes shall bs 
levied and collected by general laws. 

"The General Assembly shall have 
Bower to divide property Into classss 
and to determine what class or classes 
of property shall be subject to loeal 
taxation. Bonds of the Bute and of 
Counties, municipalities, taxing and 
school districts shall not be subject to 
taxation. 

"Any law passed or enacted by the 
General Aasembly pursuant to the pro- 
visions of or under this amendmeal 
or amended section of the constitu- 
tion, classifying property and provid- 
ing a lower rate of taxation en per 
sonal property, tangible or Intangible, 
than that upon real estate, shall be 
subject to the referendum power of 
the people." 

This amendment was rallied by an 
enormous majority at the election In 
1912. but was pronounced Invalid by 
the Court of Appeals because It had 
been advertised only sixty, Instead of 
alnety, days aa the Constitution pro- 
vides. 

It has been advertised In legal form 
and In time for this year's election 
and should receive a larger majority 
tban before, as Tax paying votsrs have 
had time to study the question and 
discover the faults in the present Tax
